Ob February 12, 1965* a confidential source, who has 
furnished; reliable information in the past, furnished information 
which disclosed that Rachelle fiorowitc (a confidante of Bayard 
Austin), and Bayard Austin were in contact on that date.

In remarking about the conference, Austin said he 
wrote all of King's material while in Washington, as well as ~c

Austin said Porman (phonetic) (James Forman, Executive 
Director of the Student Nbn-Viblent Coordinating Committee, 
SNCC) was In on everything, but was Ignored by everyone.

According to Rustin, he got too* of the ^fTtf.1 rights 
leaders who were at the conference to promulgate fivelbeslo 
principlee which Kins should enunciate (during the conference). 

In continuing his remarks as to what transpired during 
the conference* Rustin said that following tha conference, be 
(Rustin) was stopped by Mr. Humphrey (Vice President) and 
complimented for his "great contribution to tha conference". 
In addition, according to Rustin, Mr. Humphrey told him that 
ha oould contact him at sny time and want so far aa to 
Introduce hie as a It tent as l^he man he should contact about en 
appointment, Humphrey, Ruetln said, told him that, "I think 
you are a valuable person in our country and we must keep In 
touch". 

On February 13, 1965/ the same confidential source 
advised that Barry waehtel was In touoh with Bayard Rustin on 
that date, and made en appointment to meet Rustin on Thursday, 
February 18, 1965* et 4*. 00 PM, at his office. However, the 
source was unable to advise as to what their appointment would 
concern. 

Waehtel told Rustin that King would speak In Nsw York 
City on March 2, 1965, and waited: them (Wachtel and Rustin) to 
schedule a meeting of the "Research Committee" for March 1, 2 or 
3$ 1965* Rustin said he was agreeable to these dates. Wachtel 
said he would try to finalize these plans, and said he would 
let Rustin know as soon as they were definite. 

With regard to the "Research Committee 11 , 
It Is noted that the; same source has 
advised that this denotes a meeting of 
King and hie advisors. 

A confidential eource, who has furnished reliable 
Information In the past, advised on February 14, 1965, that 
Martin Luther King we* In oontaot with Clarence Jonea on that 
date. Among the matter* considered was a request by King 
that Jones write two speeches for him. She speeches ere to 
be presented by Xing before twd Jewish groups, these speeches. 
King said, were necessary because he had learned from acme of 
his rabbi friende, that Negro-Jewish relations were 
deteriorating. Ofcoee deteriorations, King said, were due 
partially to the anti-Semitic ccenente of MALCOUt X, and. because 
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Ret Communist Influence In Raolel Natters 




other Kegro leaders had failed to come to the defense- of the 
Jew*. Xing said tha speeches which Jones would write did not 
necessarily have to ba In point because his (Xing* a) presence 
(before tha Jewish groups) should mean something.

Jones told King that ha thought a satisfactory 
resolution was made by the President of the United States of 
America (with regard to the Selma, Alabama strife). King 
replied that ha waa equally pleased with the President's 
resolve. 

Jones told King that he had natters he would like to 
discuss with him In the future. King said he would be In 
Alabama on Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday (February 15, 16, 17, 
1965), and would be away with his wife getting some rest on 
Thursday through Sunday (February 18, through 20, 1965). 
said tha possibility existed that they could meet on Tuesday 
or Wednesday, but made no definite plans. 

< King, la revealing his plans for the Immediate future, 
said ha would ba in California on February 25-27, 1965, to 
attend a big fund raising project.

Furthermore, SNCC reported that they labored in the field and 
their staff worked very hard, then he (£ing) dropped In to raise 
funds, King remarked. 

King aald that Harry (Harry wnchv-el j contacted him 
about a spread In the Long Island paper ("Newsiday") in which 
the reporter related the differences between SNCC and him end 
attacked his Integrity. 

Ih an effort to resolve the differences between 
3NCC and hla. King said he would like for Kojvy Bel af onto 
{noted singer) to solicit the cooperation of SNCC ae he was a 
supporter of thelre end they would liaten to him. 

King said he had never gore to the news media to sty 
that SNCC was Irresponsible Or Irrational as "he thought most 
of then wera", and said they had no sense of political timing, 
instead of keeplrg their bitterness in the inner circle, SNCC 
goes to the press, King remarked. 

Jones said that he woul-3 ctOl H?.r.Ty tfachtel to 
determine. what the true picture was, t?A rhen contact Harry 
fielafonte because he had a great affect i*»i iov King. 
furthermore, Jones addad that Belafonte always defended the 
character of King even If it meant putting SNCC down. 

Jones said tho number ona codDltint of SNCC was that 
leaders (civil rights leaders) did not ,150 t-.o ^ha people for 
decisions but Instead, made thiwn without consulting their 
people. Robert Moses (of SNCC), Jones remarked, was the 
chief proponent of that theory. 

King, In attempting to answer the foregoing, said hs 
did not vote for President Johnson to ask him to go on television 
and ask everyone to send a telegram advising what to do In 
Viet Nam* that he had enough faith la his capabilities to trust 
him to mate great decisions. 
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Ret Communist Influence In Racial Matters 
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Jones remarked that Jealousies and differences sere 
Inevitable but that all groups should form a coalition and 
work together. King replied that SNCC wanted to work with 
the SCLC in Alabama, but with the bitterness now existing, he 
did not desire to do so. He said that possibly sometime the 
leaders of SNCC, Harry Bilafonte and he could get together 
and discuss their differences as they had In Albany, Georgia* 

Among other matters discussed by King and Jonas was

The March 1, 1964, issue of the "Young Socialist 
Challenge," published as page three ef "Labor Action, ■ 
an official publicatlan of tha Independent Socialist 
Laagua (ISL), contained an article concerning tha 
creation cf the YSL, which pointed out that at a u«ity 
conference occurring February 12-14, 1904, at Labor Aetioa 
Hall* Near York* New York, a merger occurred between tha 
Young People's Socialist league (YPSL) and the Socialist 
Youth League (SYL). The dew organization was aamed tha 
YSL. 

A confidential informant on June 15, 1954, made 
available the minutes of ^he YSL's National Action Committee 
meeting of Aoril 13, 193A, which reflected that one S. 
SZTT^MI, "■ CHwiroan of SP (Socialist ?<irty) Youth Committee, \ 
had abject ed to a statement appearing in "Commerce," a 
Ne/ rork University jouri<a|L, v;hich indicated that the YPSL 
me;. fed with the SYL to form the YSL. He explained that 
tho YPSL did not merge witfc anyone* that it continued to 
exist as the youth section of the Socialist Party, He 
explained that a small group of the YPSL was dropped, 
expelled, or suspended from that organization and joined 
the SYL, which he characterized as the youth group of the 
"Trotskyite ISL." He explained that after these few former 
members of the YPSL joined the SYL, the SYL thea proceeded 
to change its name for its own purposes. 

On April 9, 1956, another confidential informant 
advised as follows: 

The YSL has frequently worked in close sympathetie 
cooperation with tha ISL toward similar objectives, although 
each major issue given mutual consideration is decided upon \ 
by these organizations individually. The YSL serves as an 
apprenticeship for the ISL, but ISL selection of members from 
YSL ranks is made on an individual and personal basis. In
